I^EETINO . yesterday afternoon to 
dlscu.ss the danger of propaganda 
to the arts, the English Literature So- 
ciety found that It wa.s difficult to 
separate the suppcMd menace from 
art it.self. The club Itstene^l to 
.îpcccher. from two honour .students in 
the Department r,f Economics, and 
then preceded v> revolve the ideas 
presented to It. The .speakers were 
George Kleiner snd Edmund Gordon. 

Illustrating his ti-.f,ry rith a sketch 
of Engltsh literature f.-om the bc-yin- 
nlng of the I9th century. Kleiner set 
out ' to prove that there is an ori?anic 
connection between propaganda and 
the arts. The German phUosoplw^ 
Hegel, he told his audience, crcpla-ncd 
history a.», a progjewion coii.s'.,stin;» of 
:'r.e.r.,s, anfithesl,?, and .synthesis. The 
bo'urgcotsie period of the middle nine- 
teenth century wa.s the antithesis of 
the ancient feudal sy.stem. Kant and 
Hegel thought tliat the period was 
the .sj-.itheslj*, that "rr-jth " l-ud been 
arrived at. However writers like Sir 
Walter Scott, in a jort of protest ar. 
thîir environmen:, harked ba«k to th« 
old feudal system. Thus Scott's his- 
torical noveU couid 'ae termed propa- 
Tanda, conscioiw or iincon.scioiis.
